Wacker Sentenced 
To Jail for Fraud 
In Van Gogh Sales 


BERLIN.—Otto Wacker, the 
former Berlin art dealer, has 
been sentenced to one year in 
prison on account of his selling 
several paintings by Van Gogh 
which have been found spurious. 
While it has been proven that 
some canvases of the same 
Master, sold by this dealer, were 
authentic, many others were 
found imitations, the origin of 
which Wacker refused to di- 
vulge. He claimed that they 
came from a Russian collector 
but would not give to the Court 
the name of that man saying 
that he was bound by word of 
honor never to mention it. This 
final chapter disposes of an af- 
fair which for some time kept 
the art world interested.

In an article in The London 
Times, which appeared immediately 
after the sale, it was stated that the 
Karl of Durham had adopted a rather 
unwise policy in fixing such high re 
serve prices. The writer in this paper 
pointed out that the £23,000 for the 
“Portrait of Lady Anne” was £5,000 
more than had ever been given for 
a work by Hoppner. 


Although bids at the auction 


lreached a total of more than £140.- 


000, actual sales amounted to only 
£6,000. 

From behind a balcony grille the 
young Earl of Durham, who has been 
forced to part with his family heir- 
looms because of heavy taxes and 
death duties, watched the progress of 
the sale.

Lemoyne had a 
head of abundant black hair and wore 
side whiskers and his large black eye 
brows overshadowed his eager, almost 
feverish eyes. The physiognomy is alli 
the more unforgetable, as Ingres has 
painted the soft shirt, open at the 
ueck, in white tones which makes the 
charoscuro of the face stand out.” 

During his period of ownership, Haro 
loaned the portrait to the Ingres show 
at the George Petit Galleries in 1911 
Later, when the portrait passed into 
the possssion of M. Lapauze, it was 
shown in the Exhibition of French 
XIXth century Art held in Copenhagen 
in 1914 and in the “Cent Ans de Pein 
ture francaise,” in Paris in 1922. For 
the latter exhibition the canvas was 
reproduced on the wrapper of the 
catalog. 

The portrait has, furthermore, been 
frequently reproduced—in the April, 
1931, issue of Apollo, in the July, 
1911, issue of Les Arts, in The Master- 
pieces of Ingres (Gowan’s Art Books, 
London & Glasgow, 1914) and in 
Ingres, sa vie et son oeuvre.

“La Belle Irlandaise,” obtained from

with exquisite feeling for textures, add 
greatly to the appeal of the compo 
tion.

The third work acquired from the 
fjachstitz Galleries is a grisaille 
Van Dyck, “Rider with Horse,” which 
s a remarkable example of the mas.

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MARSDEN HARTLEY 


Downtown Gallery

again I acknowledge Mrs. Halpert as | 
my informant, for it seems incredible | 
that such a township as this could 
have escaped the painting horde that 
infest the Gloucester shores each sum- 
mer, a territory that is a veritable 
“moraine of Druidic splendor” with its 
masses of boulders piled in wild con- 
fusion and dotted with scraggly juni 


















per bushes. Mr. Hartley has given 
these strange bits of Massachusetts 
terrain the benefit of his long years 


of abstractioning, and his style seems 
peculiarly suited to setting down these 
craggy, cubistic forms. He runs into 
deep reds and browns for the most 
part, relying on cold windy skies to 
relieve the heaviness of the color 
schemes. Except for the rather for- 
bidding blue that Mr. Hartley here 
stresses, he has gone ahead to a con- 
siderable degree in all the depart- 
ments of his painting, gaining in live- 
liness and general fluency of accent 
and in variety of composition. 
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JOHN CARROLL 


Rehn Galleries 


One of the most interesting trans- 
formations of style in the ranks of our 
contemporary American painters is 
that of John Carroll, whose most re- 
cent drawings are on exhibition at the 
Rehn Galleries. Mr. Carroll had the 
hardihood some years back to change 
his spots to what seemed at first an 
alarming degree, evolving in the proc- 
ess a sort of self-determined mod- 
ernism that seemed a bit too arbitrary 
for close comfort. His macabre figure 
compositions were decidedly dramatic 
but somehow repelling at the outset, 
but it was obvious that he has struck 
some sort of formula that would in 
time yield him good results. Now he 
turns up with some water color and 
crayon studies, slight as to substance 
but effectively handled, that show his 
gloomy, stylized modernism softening, 
lightening, growing warmer and more 
spontaneously informed, yet without 
losing the essential starkness of his 
original manner. Mr. Carroll needs 
but a few swiftly consummated lines 
and a sustaining body of wash, more 
or less as Rodin did in his studio fig- 
ure notes, to evoke a telling design 
all alive with mood and manner. His 
landscape notes are equally powerful 
and original in concept, and I recall 
with special pleasure a darkling land- 
scape with a group of white horses in 
the middle distance. Mr. Carroll is 
at once one of our most successful 
modernists as well as being a remark- 
able example of what can be done in 
the way of reconditioning oneself pic- 
torially. 





LEOPOLD SEYFFERT 
John Levy Galleries 


Leopold Seyffert, one of the most 
popular portraitists of our time, is 
showing recent canvases at the John 
Levy Galleries. As if his reputation 
was not enough to support the exhibi- 
tion, the catalog prints the amazing list 
of his awards that have accrued during 
the nineteen years of his painting in 
America, since he returned home from 
his European studies. He has all the 
academic honors that a man could 
rightfully expect, and I am told that 
he is so booked up with orders in ad- 
vance that he has to maintain separate 
studios in three cities. It is plain from 
the portraits chosen for this display 
that Mr. Seyffert is able to take the 
measure of any sitter that may apply 
to him, for he is as much at home in 
painting magnates and generals as 
debutantes and dowagers. The like- 
nesses seem to flow from his brush 
without let or hindrance, and his ef- 
fects are generally simple and sin- 
cerely rendered. 

An early work, the head of a blue- 
eyed Dutchman, painted with great 
gusto and a more generous impasto 
than Mr. Seyffert now employs, rather 
steals the show from the more mature 
works. It is racier, ruddier and more 
robust, and, if the truth be told, far 
more interesting as a piece of pure 
painting. It is pity that Mr. Seyffert, 
in the long course of his portrait 
painting has lost something of that 
fine and somewhat careless rapture 
exemplified in this early work, but he 
apparently knows what best suits his 
clients in the way of portraits for the 
home, and so is doubtess wise in 
eschewing the more exciting paths of 
figure painting. 





ANCIENT AND MODERN 
LANDSCAPES 


Howard Young Galleries 


Another seasonable display of out- 
dvor scenes has been arranged to 
match the advancing season, this time 
at the Howard Young Galleries, with 
works that range from a spectacular 
classical scene by Giovanni Pannini to 
a modern Parisian street scene by 
Utrillo. In between there are all man- 
ner of landscapes, with such men as 
Corot, Ziem (who rarely comes to light 
these days in the galleries), Van Ruys- 
dael, Tryon, F. W. Watts, Derain, In- 
ness, Francis Murphy, Patrick 
Nasmyth, Bellotto, Frederick Reming- 
ton, and J. Barry Greene, among others. 
There is something here to appeal to 
most every sort of pictorial taste, from 
the gentle lyric scenes of Corot to the 
stylized woodland effects that Derain 
has made so popular in our immediate 
time.

It is a long while since Eli Nadel-

complished American sculptor. These 
works are mostly of earlier periods, 
particularly the seventeen marble 
heads that show Mr. Nadelman’s pre- 
dilection at certain periods of his art | 
for the classic types.

SHOHAKU SHOWN 
AT BOSTON MUSEUM 


Under the supervision of Kojiro 
Tomita, curator of Eastern Art, an 
exhibition of paintings by Shohaku 
Japanese innovator of the XVIIIth 
century, has been arranged at the 
Boston Museum, to be on view until 
May 15. The display, which fills three 
galleries, could hardly be duplicated 
anywhere in the world, so fortunate 
is the museum in the number of paint 
ings it owns by this master.

The bronzes, which forbade 
describing at length in the first article, 
constitute one of the finest collections 
in this field ever to come to this coun- 
try. A number of the pieces were ex 
hibited in 1912 at the Exhibitoin of 
Italian Sculpture in London at the 
Burlington Fine Arts Club and in the 
Second National Loan Exhibition in 
1913 at the Grosvenor Gallery in Lon- 
don. Some come from well known col- 
lections such as the Lilke and the 
Goldschmidt, and several have been 
described and illustrated in The Bur- 
lington Magazine. “Cupid as Bowman” 
of the school of Donatello appeared in 
this magazine in August, 1912. The an- 
onymous XVIth century “Striding Ath- 
lete.” 21 inches high (which we illus- 
trate) was the subject of an article by 
Lionel Cust in the same publication in

Vol. VIII, 1906. Although it appears 
to be unique, it is similar to a statu- 
ette of a gladiator in the Morgan col- 
lection, And in The Burlington Maga- 
sine in 1903, the “Rape of a Sabine” 
by Giovanni da Bologna (on the cover 
of this issue) is analyzed in detail. 


Here, it is pointed out that the superb 


treatment of the modeling of the 
woman suggests the marble in the 
Loggia de Lanzi in Florence. It was 


acquired by Sir William Bennett from 
an Italian family in whose possession 
it had been for generations. 

Some of the bronzes are similar to 
works in the Kaiser Friedrich Muse- 
um, the Wallace collection and other 
institutions. A “Female Satyr with 
Shell Forming an Inkwell” by An- 
drea (Il Riecio), with a beau- 
tiful golden patina, is a delightful and 
hitherto unpublished work by this 
master, who it happens is particulary 
well represented in this collection. At- 
tributions to Da Bologna are likewise 
more or less numerous. “Mars Holding 
a Sword” trom Da Bologna’s atelier is

Of the highest quality is a 
small Sheraton cabinet, also in inlaid 
satinwood, a companion piece to one 
in the South Kensington Museum pre- 
sented by queen Victoria and made 
by Thomas Sheraton himself. The 
Bennett specimen has passed through 
the collections of the Tyrrell family 
of Heron Hall, the 3rd Earl of Arran 
(Castle Gore, County Mayo) and Anna 
S. Pearson. The last named owner 
quotes her father as saying that only 
four of these cabinets were in exist- 
ence, of which two belonged to Queen 
Victoria. 

A set of six George I carved mahog- 
any and needlepoint side chairs, are 
especially notable for their parchment 
scrolled top rails and plain fence splats 
struts. Very delicate carving 
appears on a Chippendale mahogany 
| pole screen, bearing a panel of the 
finest quality silk petit point known 


to the period. Executed about 1765, 
this piece is thought to have come 
from the great cabinet-maker’s own 


workshop. Very fine carved and gilded
